desirable  points  as  to  habit  of  plant,  size,  shape,  and  color  of  flower  and  we  have  now  a strain,  which  to 
our  knowledge  is  not  approached  in  quality  by  any  other  and  is  in  fact  The  Strain  That  Leads. 

Our  strain  should  not  be  confounded  with  the  usual  commercial  strains  offered  so  generally  and  grown 
in  the  open  either  in  California  or  France.  All  our  seeds  are  the  product  of  hand  pollination  made  in  the 
house  during  the  fall  months  and  are  not  left  to  any  chance  pollination.

HYDRANGEAS 

We  have  still  a generous  stock  of  pot  grown  plants  to  offer  if  selection  is  left  to  us.  The  plants  are 
good,  shoots  nice  and  short,  they  appear  to  have  “every  shoot  a flower.”  They  were  fed  scientifically  with 
those  ingredients,  which  help  formation  of  buds  and  from  the  way  bu*ls  appeared  in  fall,  it  seems  to  have 
been  a success. 

There  are  now  not  near  so  many  failures  in  forcing-  Hydrangeas  than  there  used  to  be,  and  as  we  get 
better  acquainted  with  them,  success  is  getting  surer.  From  our  experience  we  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  it  is  best  to  keep  them  just  on  the  damp  side  for  the  first  6 weeks  as  they  do  not  make  many  roots 
till  they  are  growing  lively  and  this  will  also  prevent  their  getting  yellow.  A porous  soil  is  therefor  essen- 
tial and  a cool  temperature  during-  this  time  brings  them  along  just  as  fast  and  makes  the  shoots  short  and 
thick.  After  they  are  growing  lively,  they  can  stand  almost  any  amount  of  heat. 

Hydrangeas  are  among  the  most  profitable  plants,  their  time  for  selling  extends  from  February  till 
late  in  summer.  Most  of  the  varieties  will  bloom  from  the  shortest  branch,  even  from  just  a side  bud. 

Get  small  plants  in  May  or  June  for  lining  out  and  if  your  soil  is  right — a sandy  soil  suits  them  best — ■ 
and  you  can  water  them,  you  will  not  have  to  buy  in  fall.

The  result  was  surprising  and  the  first 
exhibit  of  them  at  the  Cleveland  show  in  spring  of  1924  was  awarded  a prize  of  $300 — for  the  first  hybrids 
of  American  origin.
